The lining foundation skirt is two 
yards and a third wide; it has a set of three short skirt springs in the back, fifteen, eighteen, and twenty inches 
at a distance from the top respectively of nine, sixteen, and twenty-five inches, The mobair skirt hung on this 


foundation is three yards and seven-eigliths wide, as long as the skirt on the front and sides, and shorter across the 
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back breadth, as shown in.the cut of the akirt given on page 528. The front of the foundation skirt is faced 
with moiré for a space twelve inches wide; the mohair skirt has the border at both front edges, beside which it 
is pleated in a broad box pleat eight inches wide at the top; the rest of the top is gathered. The pattern of the 
redingote is given in Figs, 1-10; the diagram above shows its general outlines. Join on the pieces turned down 
on Figs. 4, 6, and 7 of the pattern, and lengthen them in the skirt to the full dimensions marked in inches on the 
diagram. Cut the vest fronts of lining from Fig. 1, and the moiré plastron from Fig. 2; for Figs. 4, 6,and 7 each 
a breadth of the mohair is used, with the selvage border at the front ‘edge of the fronts and at the back edge of 
Figs. 6 and 7; cut the side forms from Fig. 5, the sleeves from Figs, 9 and 10, and the collar and revers of the 
border from Figs. $ and 8. Line Figs. 2, 5, 8, 9, and 10, and line the upper part of the front and back forms, let- 
ting the lining extend an inch or two beyond: the waist line. “Set the moiré plastron on the right vest lining from 
1 to 2, face the rest with mohair and take up the darts; sew up the seam in Fig. 4 from 16 to 17, baste them on 
the vest fronts. Join the fronts, side forms, and back as the corresponding figures indicate, the back only from 
8 to 9 first; fold and sew Fig. 7 underneath Fig. 6 in a straight line from 12 to the'lower edge, and through both 
breadths pleat the points x of Fig. 6 upon @; and pleat x of Fig. 4 on @ ; hem down Figs. 4, 6, and 7 along the 
dotted lines. Fasten Fig. 4 on the side forms from 5 to 7, and join the two parts Fig. 6 from 14 to 15 along the 
middle of the back; sew the point ** of Fig. 6 to the corresponding point of the side form on the wrong side. 
Set on the standing collar, which must be stiffly interlined, and sew the revers on the vest front from 3 to *. 
Join the upper and under parts of the sleeves as the figures indicate, trim them with a cuff of the border, and sew 
them into the armholes With 23 meeting 23 of the front. The vest fronts are héoked underneath the plastron, 
and the plastron is hooked over on the left half of the vest.
